On  behalf  of  the  executive  and  directors  I 
would  like  to  express  to  all  members  of  the  Alumni

Expanding   Horizon 

The  oldsters  among  the  Alumni,  those  who 
are  now  turning  fifty,  will  recall  the  days  at  St. 
Michael's  when  Professor  Gilson  paid  hisfirstvi- 
sits  to  the  College.  They  were  exciting  days  and 
out  of  the  visits  emerged  the  Institute  of  Mediaeval 
Studies.  The  Institute  is  better  known  outside  Can- 
ada than  within,  but  it  is  one  of  the  fixed  stars  of 
the  Canadian  educational  galaxy.  The  old  Willison 
House  which  was  the  original  home  of  the  Institute, 
subsequently  known  as  No.  10  Elmsley,  is  no  longer 
a  landmark,  having  fallen  this  past  summer  to  the 
ravages  of  time  and  twenty-five  years  of  exuberant 
undergraduate  living. 

A  .new  personality  has  come  on  the  scene  at 
St.  Michael's  in  the  person  of  Father  Gregory 
Baum.  Father  Baum  is  an  Augustinian.  He  was 
born  in  Berlin  of  Jewish  parents.  He  came  to  North 
America  in  1940  a  refugee  from  Nazi  oppression. 
He  received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  from  McMaster  and 
Ohio  State  respectively.  In  1946  he  entered  the 
Church  and  did  his  doctorate  theological  studies  at 
Fribourg,  specializing  in  Ecumenical  Theology.  He 
joined  the  staff  inTheology  at  St.  Michael's  in  1960. 

Quietly  but  effectively  Father  Baum  brought 
an  awareness  that  the  division  among  Christians  is 
a  scandal  to  the  non-Christian  world  and  that  divi- 
sion impedes  the  force  of  the  Gospel.  The  temporal 
and  secular  world  of  our  times  is  becoming  increa- 
singly one,  the  problems  of  nations  intersect  each 
other  more  and  more,  the  need  for  understanding 
has  become  imperative.  So  also  in  the  Church. 
Christians  must  remember  that  Christ  prayed  for 
unity.  Rabid  sectarianism  should  not  be  a  charac- 
teristic of  Christian  people.  The  Church  which 
Christ  founded  to  be  a  dynamic  force  in  the  world 
has  lost  the  initiative  in  human  events.  Christian 
energy  has  been  dissipated  by  senseless  division 
among  Christians,  and  the  division  has  been  engen- 
dered and  fostered  by  ignorance  and  lack  of  under- 
standing on  all  sides.  This  lack  of  understanding 
in  its  turn  points  up  the  fact  that  the  charity  of 
Christians  towards  each  other  has  grown  cold. 

The  awareness  of  this  situation  and  the  reso- 
lution to  do  something  about  it  has  prompted  the 
ecumenical  movement.  It  also  prompted  Father 
Baum  to  suggest  that  St.  Michael's  undertake  the 
establishment  of  the  Centre  of  Ecumenical  Studies. 
Like  the  Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies,  its  begin- 
ning has  been  modest.  It  is  presently  located  in  the 
old  Clover  Hill  wing.  The  first  task  is  the  building 
up  of  a  library  in  Ecumenical  Theology.  It  is  a 
graduate  research  institute.lt  does  not  aim  at  pro- 
selytizing. It  does  hope  to  promote  understanding 
among  Christian  scholars  by  the  development  of 
interest  in  theology  and  by  interest  in  developing 
theology. 


Perhaps  it  takes  a  theologian  new  to  the  Tor- 
onto campus  to  realize  the  possibilities  which  ex- 
ist right  at  home.  Father  Baum  points  out  that  no- 
where else  in  the  world  can  you  find  five  complete 
theological  faculties  under  different  confessional 
auspices  existing  a  mere  stone's  throw  from  each 
other.  Count  them:  Emmanuel,  Wycliffe,  Trinity, 
Knox,  St.  Michael's.  Perhaps  it  took  a  man  fresh 
from  the  German  and  French  theological  schools 
to  point  out  that  Catholic  theologians  here  have  an 
unsurpassed  opportunity  for  dialogue  with  non-Ca- 
tholic scholars.  Perhaps  it  takes  one  who  has  seen 
the  Church  from  the  outside  to  realize  how  much 
can  be  done  for  the  human  family  from  within. 
Whatever  it  took,  the  Centre  of  Ecumenical  Studies 
is  now  a  reality. 

Father  T.  Paul  Broadhurst,  C.S.B.  '55,  and 
Father  Stanley  Kutz,  C.S.B.,  are  assisting  Father 
Baum  in  editing  the  bi-monthly  publication  "  The 
Ecumenist",  published  by  the  Paulist  Press  and 
circulated  among  academic  institutions  throughout 
North  America.  Professor  Bilaniuk,  St.  Michael's 
lay  theologian  from  the  Oriental  Rite,  will  assist  in 
the  work  next  year. 

Father  Baum  attended  the  Second  Vatican 
Council  as  the  theologian  of  the  Archbishop  of  Tor- 
onto and  a  consultor  for  the  Canadian  hierarchy. 
He  is  a  member  of  Cardinal  Bea's  Secretariat  for 
Christian  Unity.  He  has  also  been  appointed  to  the 
Commission  which  will  prepare  the  agenda  for  the 
next  session  of  the  Vatican  Council. 

From  its  modest  beginning,  it  is  confidently 
expected  that  the  Centre  of  Ecumenical  Studies  will 
add  a  unique  and  distinctive  contribution  to  the 
world  of  Catholic  scholarship  and  learning.
